JANUARY GOT 
THREE TIMES 
NORMAL SNOW 


Keeping step with the frigid 
pace set by December 
January 
got nearly three times its normal 
amount of snow and went into 
the records as the snowiest Jan­ 
uary here in 36 years and the 
coldest in 13 years in Gettysburg. 
December called the tune for 
the winter with a 43-year record 
on low temperatures. 
Average tem peratures in Janu­ 
ary were a little colder than in 
December and there was a lot 
more snow this month. 
January had 23 inches of snow, 
almost triple the “ normal” Jan­ 
uary snow ration of 8 8 inches. 
There were 15.5 inches of snow- 
last month. 


LA ST TI D A Y S ICY 
On the average, daily temper­ 
atures here in January were al­ 
most seven degrees below freezing 
and averaged exactly five de­ 
grees 
below 
normal

month. The January average was 
25.1 degrees. The average daily 
high was 33.5 degrees and the 
average daily low was 16.7 de­ 
grees.

“There are more better bas­ 
ketball players now than when I 
was playing professionally.” Rob­ 
ert E. Davies. Country Club Lane, 
former basketball coach at Get­ 
tysburg College and 
a 
profes­ 
sional 
basketball 
player 
with 
Rochester for a decade, told the 
Rotary Club at its meeting Mon­ 
day evening in the YWCA. 
Davies, 
who 
won 
all-profes­ 
sional honors in seven of the ID 
years he was with the Rochester 
Royals, said: 
“In my day we 
were lucky to have five top play­ 
er on a team and the rest were 
good but not tops. 
Now most 
teams have ll top men. There 
are reasons for the better players. 
There is better coaching, better 
equipment, more efficiency. As 
an example, even in high school, 
youngsters are now using weight 
lifting to strengthen leg muscles.” 
Now in the sales departm ent of 
an athletic equipment firm, Da­ 
vies said basketball “ is the only 
American game played through­ 
out the world. Baseball and foot­ 
ball are also traditional Amer­ 
ican games, but they are not 
played elsewhere on the scale of 
basketball. There are at least 
two good reasons for this. In the 
first place, basketball is less ex­ 
pensive than football 
or even 
baseball. You use a gymnasium 
that can be used for many other 
things throughout the year.

passenger, a 371A-pound male pri­ 
mate designated simply No. 65.

“The second factor is the ex­ 
plosive em ergence of Africa as a 
new com plicating elem ent. Many 
of those nations are not ready for 
independence, but they got it and 
of course are open to the blandish­ 
ments of Soviet Russia. 


BALANCE OF PAYMENTS 


“ The third factor is the balance 
of paym ents internationally. As 
economies of other nations have 
been rebuilt and stabilized since 
the war, they have become real 
comjietitors in world trade. The 
problems that face the President 
are grave, difficult and very im ­ 
m ediate. but they will be solved, 
I am sure." 


Col. Eisenhower said he did not 
find it “ particularly difficult to 
be working under my father. I 
don't believe I was chewed out 
any more severely or less severely 
because of that fact.” 


The speaker described his duties 
as a junior m em ber of the White 
House staff as qualifying him as 
a sort of “ jack of all trades." 
He said his m ilitary duties in­ 
cluded briefing the President al­ 
most daily on CIA reports and

Col. Eisenhower said that while 
there have been reports of plans 
to reduce the size of the White 
House staff in the future, he had 
read recently that it may be in­ 
creased, “ I would applaud an in­ 
crease in the size of the staff be­ 
cause it often was inadequate.” 
The peculiar status of the White 
House staff and its importance 
were stressed by the speaker. 
“There are only two persons in 
the nation w'ho are elected by all 
the people and a re responsible 
prim arily to the whole nation. 
They are the President and the 
vice president.

USING TABLE 


Philadelphia District Director of 
Internal Revenue Edgar A. Mc- 
Ginnes said today that his office 
is receiving hundreds of telephone 
calls daily about a recently pub­ 
lished guide—or table—for Penn­ 
sylvania Sales Tax deductions for 
federal income tax purposes. 
The table released by the In­ 
ternal 
Revenue Service showed 
average am ounts of sales tax pay­ 
ments by Pennsylvania residents 
in various income categories. The 
Internal Revenue Service would 
not ordinarily require proof for 
the sales tax deductions on federal 
income tax returns if the am ount 
claimed by those who itemized 
deductions 
corresponded to th# 
figure shown on the table opposite 
the taxpayers’ income category. 
“ The 
questions 
being 
asked 
now,” said McGinnes “ are wheth­ 
er the Pennsylvania State Sales 
tax paid on the purchase of large 
items are ‘ex tra’; that is, can they 
be added to the am ount shown on 
the table and the total claimed 
as a deduction? And whether per­ 
sons earning over $20,000 a year, 
the largest am ount shown on th# 
table, can deduct the 
average 
sales tax for that income plus 
what they can substantiate." 
The answer to both questions is 
no,” said McGinnes, “ because 
the calculation of the table was 
based on average paym ents of 
all taxpayers having various iiv 
come and family-siz# situations. 
The guide m ay be com pared to 
“ hills and valleys’; the am ount 
m ay be too large for a year in 
which there Is no large purchase, 
such as an automobile, and too 
small in a year when there is. 
Taxpayers should add up th# 
amount of sales tax actually paid, 
com pare the total to that allowed 
on the table, and deduct the larger 
of the two. 
“ Actual 
am ounts of 
Pennsyl­ 
vania State Sales tax deductions, 
if they exceed the am ounts shown 
on the table, are subject to sub­ 
stantiation,” added McGinnes.

LONDON (AP)—President Ken­ 
nedy’s State of the Union mes­ 
sage won wide acclaim in news­ 
papers of Western Europe today. 
It even received a kind of pat 
on the back in Moscow, where 
newspapers published up to a half 
page of excerpts, including Ken­ 
nedy s outline of areas where U.S. 
and Soviet interests conflict. 
No Moscow paper gave any re­ 
action or comment to the speech, 
but the range of excerpts 
they 
published were remarkable. As 
expected, they included in detail 
the President’s views on the in­ 
ternal U.S. situation, the dollar 
problem, the recession and school 
shortages, as well as his appeal to 
the Soviet Union tor scientific co­ 
operation in outer space. 
INCLUDED OTHER ITEMS 
But 
they also 
included such 
items not normally found in So­ 
viet papers as Kennedy’s declara­ 
tion that “we mast never forget 
our hopes for the ultimate free­ 
dom and welfare of the eastern 
European peoples” and his decla­ 
ration that neither the Soviet Un­ 
ion nor 
Communist 
China 
has 
yielded their ambitions for world 
domination. 
AP Chief of Bureau Preston 
Grover cabled from Moscow that 
such statements were likely 
to 
provoke strong reaction in Soviet 
circles. 
In general, the Western press 
expressed 
the 
view 
that 
the 
speech had cleared the interna­ 
tional air and might serve to 
rouse the United States from a 
long sleep. 
TYPICAL HEADLINE 
The London Daily Express head­ 
line — “Wake up, Americans!” — 
was typical. 
The independent Die Welt of 
Hamburg, West Germany com­ 
mented: “ The things Americans 
were told yesterday about their 
economy, the dollar, unemploy­ 
ment, and lack of scientific edu­ 
cation will produce some grave 
head-shaking. 
“ But they will also be able to 
breathe with relief. Finally they 
were told how things stand. And 
since they are realists, they will 
shift into faster gear." 
PASSED TO OFFENSE 
Rome's independent ll Tempo 
declared that “ under the guid­ 
ance of the most typical repre­ 
sentative of the young generation, 
the United States has passed from 
defensive and passive resistance 
to the offensive/’ 
In Paris, the leftist Combat de­ 
scribed the speech as a rude 
awakening for Americans but said 
Kennedy's aim was to move the 
country into action “ without panic 
and without fear.” 
Other comment: 
Some West Berlin newspapers 
were concerned over Kennedy s 
omission of any reference to con­ 
tinuing East-West tension in the 
former German capital city. 
Britain's conservative D a i l y 
Mail compared Kennedy to Sir 
Winston Churchill because both, 
the 
newspaper said, 
were 
not 
afraid to tell the people the truth.

It 
is supported by the Ba hut ii tribe, 
who make up 85 per cent of the 
population and who were domi­ 
nated by the aristocratic Watutai 
tribe headed by deposed Mwami 
(king) Kigeri V. 
Kayibanda and President Dom­ 
inique Mbonyumutwa. a Bahutu 
chief, have said they want the 
U.N. trusteeship administered by 
Belgium to continue. 
Kayibanda* 
government 
was 
not democratically elected as the 
United Nations planned. It was 
chosen 
by about 
3 000 African 
mayors and municipal councilors 
at a meeting in Gitarema^called 
to free the Bahut us from the 
domination of the Watutsis. In ef­ 
fect, the action confirmed a pro­ 
visional government elected by a 
large majority last summer.

WOMAN DOCTOR 
SAYS MEDICINE 
A GOOD CAREER 


BOSTON (AP' - Medicine, ac­ 
cording to the physician daughter 
of Canada’s governor general, is 
one of the fields open to women 
in 
which they really do have 
equal opportunities with men. 
Dr. Therese Vanier (pronounced 
"vahn-yay” ), a girl brought up in 
Canadian 
diplomatic circles 
at 
home and abroad, chose the field 
because “ I just thought I’d like 
to do it.” 
"Medicine is a good career for 
a woman,” says the stately, pre­ 
maturely grey doctor, "provided 
a girl knows what she wants. 
You've got to realize it’* going to 
take most of your energy for the 
next five or six years, though.” 
TWO DO MIX 
And m arriage and medicine do 
mix. she says. " I’ve know'n lots 
(rf girls who married during their 
training, but they were the ex­ 
ception. You’ve got to be tough 
to do it. both mentally and phys­ 
ically.” 
Dr. Vanier, now 37, didn’t try 
to mix them. She took a one-way 
path, entering medical school at 
the University of Paris. Then, she 
transferred to Cambridge Univer­ 
sity in England w here she was one 
of the first women ever awarded 
a degree at a Cambridge convoca­ 
tion. Other women had won de­ 
grees there blit they were not 
awarded at all-university convoca­ 
tions. 


LIKES CHILDREN 
She took her medical residency 
in pediatrics, choosing the field 
because 
“ I get a great kick out of work­ 
ing with children. They’re very 
amusing little personalities and 
thep put up no false front. Be­ 
sides. th eres an optimistic side 
to it. An old boas of mine used to 
say that no m atter what you do, 
90 per cent of the children you 
treat are going to get better any­ 
way.” 
Now at Boston City Hospital aft­ 
er service in English institutions, 
she s taking a year of special 
work in hematology' (blood stud­ 
ies). 
Dr. Vanier lives at the hospital: 
“It’s much easier that way, es­ 
pecially if I want to work in the 
evening as I often do.” 
Her day starts al 8.30 a.m. 
rather than the 9:30 a.m. cus­ 
tomary in England where she was 
attached to the Great Ormond 
Street Hospital, a children’s in­ 
stitution. 
Dr. Vanier says she has no de­ 
sire to go into private practice. 
"I’m too used to hospitals, I’d 
probably forget to send out bills 
or something and end up in bank­ 
ruptcy court.” 
The doctor, tile only daughter 
of Maj. Gen. and Mrs. Georges 
Vanier. has four brothers. 
On is a Trapptat monk in Cana­ 
da: another is an artist in France: 
a third is studying philosophy in 
Portugal and the youngest is al 
the University of Ottawa. 
“ It’s nice having them spread
